Delta Data 7260T terminals for ICS Registry, two Delta Data 7260T 
terminals and one Design 100 printer for OL, and an Array 
Processor System from Sperry Univac for ORD. The Delta Data 
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terminals will be placed on ODP property records and will be 
supported by ODP. The Array Processor System is to replace an 
existing Varian minicomp uter and a Floatin g Point System, Inc. 
(FPS) array processor. 


ADP Procurement Seminar 

The final running for this fiscal year of the ADP 
Procurement Seminar was held on 30 and 31 March at the Government 
Sales Consultants, Inc, facility in Annandale. Approximately 30 
students attended. 


Xerox Capabilities Briefing
